bating  demands 

aneral  practice  pharmacists,  like  many  other 
isinessmen,  are  currently  being  faced  by  premises 
te  demands  of  unprecedented  proportions.  It  is  a 
oblem  that  concerns  the  smaller  trader  particularly, 
id  the  National  Chamber  of  Trade  reports  that  of  all 
e  subjects  causing  concern  to  members  at  this  time, 
e  worry  about  very  high  rating  assessments  reigns 
ipreme. 

At  chamber  meetings  all  over  the  country,  requests 
we  been  made  for  action  to  reduce  the  burden, 
ipecially  on  the  smaller  businesses.  Local  chambers 
ave  arranged  meetings  with  local  authorities; 
id  many  have  written  letters  of  protest  to  their 
lembers  of  Parliament.  The  NCT  is  asking  chambers 
here  such  action  has  not  yet  been  taken  to  draw 
;tention  to  the  problem,  and  individual  members,  it 
jggests,  should  write  to  their  MP's  in  support. 
Nationally,  the  NCT  has  been  in  touch  with  those 
ho  might  be  in  a  position  to  influence  the  course  of 
/ents,  especially  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
nvironment.  It  has  been  suggested  to  him  that  a 
ite  rebate  system  might  help  in  reducing  the  burden 
n  smaller  businesses,  and  a  meeting  has  been 
iquested  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  longer-term 
enefit  through  transfer  of  local  government  financing 
)  national  funds. 

A  current  NCT  document  says:  "Alternative  methods 
f  providing  funds  for  local  administration  and  services 
ave  been  discussed  at  length  over  many  years  at 
s/ery  level  of  government,  but  without  any  real 
onclusions  having  been  reached.  With  public 
gitation  of  the  kind  now  being  experienced,  however, 
le  matter  assumes  greater  importance  than  ever 
efore  and  if  we  are  to  press  our  own  point  of  view 
/ith  any  hope  of  success  now  is  the  time  to  do  it." 

The  Chamber  is  therefore  asking  local  chambers  and 
ationally  affiliated  organisations,  to  co-operate  in 
btaining  evidence  of  soaring  rate  demands  and  of  the 
ffect  on  individual  traders.  The  information  required 
overs  the  actual  rates  paid  or  payable  for  the  years 
972-73  to  1974-75  together  with  specific  examples 
f  genuine  hardship  caused  to  traders  by  rate  increases 


over  the  past  two  years.  This  information  is  to  be 
compiled  by  local  chambers  for  onward  transmission 
to  the  NCT. 

The  proprietor  pharmacist,  as  one  likely  to  be 
severely  affected,  should  co-operate  to  the  full  with 
his  chamber  in  this  campaign. 

A  rare  honour 

Mention  of  pharmacists  in  the  Birthday  Honours  list 
are  usually  rare  and  for  one  to  receive  a  knighthood 
even  rarer.  In  the  latest  list  (p  783)  however,  John 
Capel  Hanbury  was  created  a  Knight  Batchelor  for 
his  services  as  chairman  of  the  Central  Health  Services 
Council.  It  was  last  year  that  he  retired  from  the 
chairmanship  of  Allen  &  Hanbury's  Ltd  after  19  years 
in  that  office  and  more  than  40  years  in  the  company. 

Many  pharmacists  will  still  recall  A  &  H  as  largely 
a  family  business  manufacturing  a  wide  range  of 
pharmaceutical  products,  infant  foods  and  surgical 
instruments.  Since  the  1939-45  war  the  company's 
once  widely  diversified  character  has  given  way  to 
the  discovery  and  development  of  new  drugs  in 
specialised  areas  of  medicine  for  which  they  have 
received  the  Queen's  Award  to  Industry. 

Mr  Hanbury  has  been  a  member  of  a  number  of 
committees  set  up  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  since 
1948  and  in  1970  was  elected  chairman  of  the 
Central  Health  Services  Council.  He  is  a  past  president 
of  the  ABPI  and  the  former  Association  of  the  British 
Chemical  Industry  and  until  1973  was  a  member  of 
the  council  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  University  of 
London.  He  is  chairman  of  the  Harlow  Group  Hospital 
Management  Committee  and  the  Lee  Conservancy 
Catchment  Board  and  has  been  a  member  of  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  Commission  for  25  years.  In 
1962  he  was  chairman  of  the  Liverpool  meeting  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference. 

We  join  the  profession  in  congratulating  him,  and 
the  other  pharmacists  in  the  Birthday  List,  upon  their 
well  deserved  honours.

Books 

Coping  with  disablement 

Consumers'  Association,  Caxton  Hill, 
Herts.  8i  x  5jin.  pp  230.  £1-25  (£1-50 
from  bookshops). 

This  book,  intended  for  the  handicapped 
and  people  looking  after  them,  describes 
ways  in  which  disabled  persons  can  be 
helped  to  live  a  more  normal  life.  It  points 
out  three  main  sources  of  help  —  the 
local  authority  services  department,  the 
NHS  and  voluntary  organisations. 

Common  areas  of  difficulty  are  covered, 
such  as  eating,  dressing,  washing  and  there 
are  sections  on  walking  aids,  bath  aids, 
wheelchairs,  protective  pants,  bedpans, 
urinals,  and  pressure-relieving  aids. 
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'EEC  to  drop  pharmacy 
draft  directives' 


Draft  EEC  directives  relating  to  geo- 
graphical distribution  of  pharmacies  and 
restriction  of  medicines  sales  to  pharma- 
cist-supervision have  been  withdrawn  by 
the  Commission  in  Brussels,  according  to 
a  Financial  Times  report  on  Tuesday. 

The  report  says  that  the  cause  was  British 
opposition,  with  strong  pressure  from  the 
Conservative  delegation  to  the  European 
Parliament.  It  anticipates  that  a  new  ap- 
proach to  harmonisation  in  the  pharma- 
ceutical industry  could  be  endorsed  by 
the  Council  of  Ministers  next  week  — 
free  trade  in  pharmaceuticals  would  be 
pressed  ahead,  with  the  role  of  pharma- 
cists in  their  marketing  being  left  aside 
for  the  time  being. 

The  withdrawal  of  the  drafts  has  come 
as  news  to  those  connected  with  EEC 
pharmacy  in  the  UK,  however.  Mr  W. 
M.  Darling,  leader  of  the  UK  delegation 
to  the  pharmacy  Groupement,  told  C&D 
on  Wednesday  that  he  would  be  seeking 
details  of  what  action  has  been  taken 
when  the  group  meets  in  Brussels  next 
week. 

In  Brussels,  the  Groupement  secretary 
general,  Mr  J.  A.  Verrydt,  was  equally 
surprised.  He  doubted  whether  the  Com- 
mission was  in  a  position  to  "withdraw" 
the  drafts  which  had  been  before  it  for 
two  years.  The  normal  procedure  would 
be  for  the  Council  of  Ministers  to  refer 
the  drafts  back  to  the  Commission  as  un- 
acceptable. 

A  suggestion  in  the  FT  report  that 
pharmacies  were  to  be  limited  to  one  per 
square  kilometre  could  not  be  confirmed. 
It  is  believed  the  draft  directive  left  the 
distribution  rate  to  individual  countries. 

Withdrawal  of  the  drafts  would  be  little 
surprise  as  there  have  been  hints  from 
European  spokesmen  that  the  problems 
of  company  pharmacy,  and  the  definition 
of  the  "responsible  person"  in  manufac- 
ture, are  holding  up  EEC  product  har- 
monisation. 

Pharmacy  lines  are  in 
'prices  package' 

Powdered  baby  milk,  one  line  of  toilet 
soap  and  a  popular  size  of  one  line  of 
toothpaste  and  denture  powder  are  to  be 
on  continuous  offer  by  larger  retailers 
in  the  price  "package"  announced  last 
week  by  Mrs  Shirley  Williams,  Secretary 
of  State  for  Prices  and  Consumer  Protec- 
tion. In  addition,  baby/infant  foods  in 
packets,  tins  and  jars  are  on  the  list  of 
items  on  which  manufacturers  are  to  con- 
centrate their  promotional  activity. 

Announcing  the  agreement  reached  with 
the  Retail  Consortium,  Mrs  Williams  said 
that  the  Prices  Bill,  currently  before  the 
House,  included  power  which  would  en- 
able her  "to  regulate  prices  of  food  and 


other  items  which  are  of  particular  sig- 
nificance in  the  household  budgets  of 
those  with  low  incomes".  However,  she 
would  prefer  not  to  have  to  make  wide- 
spread use  of  the  powers,  "provided 
that  my  objectives  could  be  achieved  by 
voluntary  means". 

Traders  with  a  turnover  of  less  than 
£250,000  were  exempted  from  the  10  per 
cent  cut  in  gross  margin  reference  levels, 
"so  the  scope  for  making  reductions  is 
less".  But  Mrs  Williams  added  that  she 
had  the  assurance  of  "bodies  representing 
them"  that  they  would  ask  their  members 
to  make  reductions  on  the  list.  The 
scheme  is  to  run  until  the  end  of  March. 

Safety  containers  Bill 
'unnecessary'  claim 

Mrs  Jill  Knight's  safety  containers  Bill  is 
unnecessary,  claimed  Mr  John  Ferguson, 
assistant  secretary,  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
in  a  letter  in  last  week's  Lancet. 

The  Bill  is  unnecessary  "because  there 
is  already  power  in  Section  87  of  the 
Medicines  Act  for  regulations  to  be 
made  about  the  use  of  safety  containers. 
If  enacted,  the  Bill  would  do  little  more 
than  repeat  the  Regulation-making  power 
and  possibly  arrest  the  development  of 
foil    packs   for   solid-dose   forms.  This 


would  be  unfortunate  because,  quite  apartl 
from  the  inherent   safety  characteristics] 
of  foil  packs,  they  provide  protection  to  J 
each  individual  unit  until  required  for 
administration." 

Mr  Ferguson  pointed  out  that  it  wasl 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  supported! 
by  the  Department  of  Health,  which  r&j 
quested  the  British  Standards  Institution! 
to  produce  a  draft  for  the  development! 
of  child  resistant  containers.  Concluding, 
he  added  that  the  safety  container,  like  the 
seat  belt,  "must  surely  be  looked  upon 
as  the  last  line  of  defence  when  all  other 
precautions  have  failed".

Postpone  toothpaste  label  Order  plea  by  NPU 


The  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  is 
seeking  a  postponement  of  the  weights 
and  measures  labelling  requirements  on 
toothpaste  due  to  come  into  effect  on 
July  1. 

In  a  letter  to  Mrs  Shirley  Williams, 
Secretary  for  Prices  and  Consumer  Pro- 
tection, Mr  J.  Wright,  the  NPU  group 
director,  admits  that  the  Union  decided 
not  to  comment  when  approached  in 
February  by  the  Department.  It  took  the 
view  that  "chemists  do  not  generally  have 
any  control  over  the  labelling  of  tooth- 
pastes" and  the  public  would  not  take  any 
notice  of  markings. 

Although  sure  chemists  will  try  to 
comply  with  the  law,  Mr  Wright  protests 
at  the  short  period  of  notice.  "On  visiting 
two  pharmacies  near  this  office  today  we 
found  examples  of  at  least  thirteen  brands 
of  toothpaste,  made  by  nine  different 
manufacturers  which  did  not  comply  with 
the  new  Order".  These  brands  tended  to 
be  the  lesser  known  ones  stocked  by 
chemists  (rather  than  supermarkets)  as  a 
service  to  their  customers.  "They  have  a 
relatively  slow  rate  of  turnover  and  will 
certainly  not  be  sold  by  the  end  of  June. 
Most  of  our  members,  I  suspect,  have 
similar  stocks  which  they  will  either  have 
to  re-label  or  throw  away  since,  under 
section  22(2)  of  the  1963  Act,  it  is  an 


offence  to  have  wrongly  labelled  goods  in' 
one's  possession  for  sale. 

"Retailers  are  therefore  wholly  reliant 
on  manufacturers  to  provide  them  witn 
suitable  labels  to  fix  to  their  existing 
stock.  This  is  a  complex  procedure  which 
cannot  possibly  be  completed  in  time." 

The  letter  concludes  by  hoping  that  ini 
future  the  Union's  views  will  be  sought 
not  only  about  the  substance  of  regula- 
tions but  also  about  the  timing  of  their 
publication  and  coming  into  force. 

DITB  levy  unchanged 

The  Distributive  Industry  Training  Board's 
levy  will  remain  unchanged  at  0-7  per  cent 
for  the  period  July  1974  to  March  1975. 
However,  the  cut-off  point  for  eligibility 
for  levy  is  being  raised.  Firms  with  a  pay 
roll  of  less  than  £9,000  (instead  of  £8,000) 
will  be  exempt  from  payments.  Firms 
with  fewer  than  ten  employees  will  con- 
tinue to  be  exempt.  In  all  cases  the  first 
£3,000  of  payroll  is  ignored  in  making 
the  levy  calculation. 

There  is  one  change  in  the  way  the 
levy  will  be  collected.  The  first  instalment 
of  levy  will  be  10  per  cent  instead  of  20 
per  cent  as  in  the  past,  and  the  second 
instalment  will  again  be  offset  against  any 
grants  earned.

'he  grocery  sector  has  slowly  reduced 
share  of  razor  blade  sales  and  it  seems 
be  failing  as  an  important  outlet  for 
ades    even    though    it    is    the  second 
ggest",  states  a  report  in  the  June  issue 
Retail  Business.  The  report  continues :

id  Woolworths  as  well  as  in  chemists  in 
neral". 

According  to  trade  estimates  the  total 
imber  of  male  shavers  in  1973  was  19 
illion  of  which  13-6  million  —  71-6  per 
nt  —  were  wet  shavers.  The  estimates 
;  the  trade  of  UK  sales  are:  1971,  345 
illion  units  (including  45  million  system 
ades);  1972,  336  million  (60  million 
stem)  and  1973,  325  million  (72  million 
■stem).  At  retail  selling  prices  the  value 
sales  in  £m,  of  all  razor  blades  are: 
'71,  14-8;  1972,  16  1  and  1973,  16-6. 
The  UK  market  for  razor  blades  was 


dominated  by  Gillette  and  Wilkinson 
Sword,  together  accounting  for  85-93  per 
cent  of  the  market.  Wilkinson  double- 
edged  were  estimated  to  account  for  40 
per  cent  of  blade  sales  at  the  end  of  1973. 

On  distribution  the  article  finds  that  a 
significant  change  has  taken  place  since 
1971  by  Wilkinson  Sword  where  the  cur- 
rent trend  is  very  much  towards  direct 
selling  to  retailer.  In  1970,  85  per  cent  of 
their  blades  were  sold  through  whole- 
salers. The  wholesaler  still  has  the  business 
for  Gillette  except  for  the  big  stores. 

On  the  future  the  article  forecasts  fur- 
ther growth  of  the  system  blades  at  the 
expense  of  the  double-edged  blade  sector 
and  any  immediate  developments  in 
systems  would  be  refinements  on  existing 
ones  and  not  entail  buying  of  a  whole 
new  system. 

Boots  becoming  less 
reliant  on  NHS 

While  independent  chemists  are  becoming 
more  dependent  on  NHS  prescriptions. 
Boots  are  becoming  less  so,  according  to 
a  report  issued  by  the  research  organisa- 
tion, Mintel.  They  give  the  following  table 
of  NHS  receipts  as  a  percentage  of  total 
revenue :  —

A  problem  facing  the  independent,  says 
the  report,  is  that  he  has  to  be  part  shop- 
keeper, which  involves  hard-sell  retailing, 
and  part  professional  advisor  —  two  roles 
that  tend  to  conflict.

Pharmacists  in  north  Buckinghamshire 
have  voted  that  satisfactory  professional 
remuneration,  not  Care,  is  the  answer  to 
the  problems  of  general  practice.

A  far  better  solution  would 
be  for  the  chemist  to  fight  back  and  this  is 
a  struggle  which  he  can  win."  The  key  to 
the  survival  is  said  to  lie  in  improving 
efficiency  as  shopkeepers  by  boosting  sales 
of  other  goods  to  the  large  volume  of 
captive  customers  coming  in  with  Health 
Service  prescriptions.

no  debate  about  her  successor.  Mrs  Boyes 
was  a  clear,  concise,  forceful  and  persua- 
sive talker,  qualities  which  in  due  time 
led  to  her  election  as  president  of  the 
Association  of  Executive  Council  and 
Pricing  Office  Staffs.  Her  visits  to  branch 
meetings  were  greatly  appreciated  and 
helped  to  reduce  the  friction  which  often 
existed  between  pharmacists  and  pricing 
offices  in  the  early  days  of  the  Health 
Service.  When  the  Clapham  Bureau  was 
moved  to  Crawley,  Mrs  Boyes  undertook 
the  difficut  transition  and  continued  there 
for  several  years.

Council  affairs 


The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  complete  with  a  mandate 
until  May  1975,  has  made  a  start  to  the  year's  work.  Its  first  duty  was  to 
elect  a  president,  and  that  has  been  done  in  the  customary,  if  not  obligatory, 
manner  by  naming  the  vice-president  of  last  year  to  succeed  Mr  D.  E. 
Sparshott.  Mr  C.  C.  Stevens  has  a  long  experience,  and  I  wish  him  well  in 
the  difficult  year  that  lies  ahead. 

The  report  of  the  June  meeting  indicates  that  considerable  anxiety  is 
felt  in  Council  over  advertising  and  sales  promotion.  An  important 
decision  has  been  reached.  The  whole  question  is  to  be  referred  to  the 
members,  and  branches  are  being  asked  to  set  aside  time  for  discussion 
during  the  1974-75  session.  A  draft  discussion  programme  is  to  be 
prepared  at  once,  and  I  feel  sure  that  the  matter  will  arouse  considerable 
argument.  I  find  it  a  little  difficult  to  grasp  the  direction  in  which  the 
Council  is  travelling.  If  the  resolution  is  for  the  status  quo,  there  is  no  need 
to  put  the  question,  and  that  would  seem  to  leave  the  Council  with  the 
alternative  of  submitting  a  resolution  seeking  the  annulment  of  the 
relevant  part  of  the  Statement  upon  Matters  of  Professional  Conduct. 

There  never  was  greater  need  for  statesmanship.  Dr  D.  H.  Maddock 
(p723)  has  made  it  clear  that  what  is  involved  is  no  less  than  the 
realisation  that  an  advertisement  informing  the  public  that  they  can 
acquire  a  hair  spray  at  a  competitive  price  from  a  chemist  is  not  ar  attempt 
to  advertise  professional  services.  If  only  things  were  that  simple. 


Practical  training 


Practical  training,  or  "preregistration  period"  as  it  is  now  termed,  was 
before  the  Council  at  the  same  meeting.  A  graduate  had  informed  the 
Society  that  he  would  complete  his  preregistration  year  at  the  end  of  the 
month,  but  he  had  not  informed  the  Society  of  the  commencement  of 
that  period  which  had,  in  fact,  been  spent  in  an  establishment  which  had 
not  been  approved  for  the  purpose.  A  compromise,  not  to  be  taken  as  a 
precedent,  was  reached  in  the  particular  case.  In  answer  to  Mr  A.  Howells, 
Mrs  E.  J.  M.  Leigh  said  that  the  onus  was  on  the  student  to  make  sure  in 
advance  that  the  premises  were  registered.  Students,  she  said,  were  so 
informed  by  the  colleges  and  a  statement  appeared  in  the  Society's  journal. 

It  is  possible  that  a  college  may  fail  in  its  duty  to  inform;  that  the  student 
may  have  been  absent  when  the  announcement  was  made,  or  that  the 
Society's  journal  may  not  have  been  seen  by  the  student,  and  it  is  not 
impossible  that  similar  circumstances  may  arise  in  the  future.  In  bygone 
days  I  was  required  to  register  with  the  Society  as  an  apprentice  or 
student.  In  consequence,  the  Society  was  aware  of  my  existence  at  a 
very  early  stage,  and  before  being  allowed  to  sit  my  examination  I  was 
was  required  to  provide  proof  of  a  prescribed  period  of  practical  training. 

Those  days  have  gone,  but  the  mere  fact  that  one  student  was  able  to 
carry  out  his  prescribed  practical  experience — in  all  good  faith  on  his  part 
and,  I  have  little  doubt,  on  that  of  his  employer — suggests  that  there  may 
be  a  need  for  action  which  will  make  a  repetition  impossible.

Simple  'snapshooter'  camera 
to  encourage  beginners 


Instaplus  250X  126-cartridge  loading 
camera.  Made  in  Singapore  and  distribu- 
ted in  Britain  by  Paul  Plus  Limited, 
Hempstalls  Lane,  Newcastle-under-Lyme, 
Staffordshire  ST5  OSW. 
This  little  camera  is  a  simple  and  inexpen- 
sive addition  to  the  now  quite  large  range 
available  for  use  with  126-cartridges  —  it 
is  basically  a  "snapshooter's"  camera  with- 
out any  unnecessary  frills.  Its  very  sim- 
plicity should  encourage  the  newcomer  to 
photography  to  go  out  and  about  and 
take  pictures.

construction  with  an  overall  polished  black 
finish.  The  square  lens  panel,  with  an  inset 
brushed  metallic  trim,  protrudes  slightly 
from  the  main  body.  There  is  a  similarly 
finished  panel  on  the  top  face  into  which 
the  rotating  Magicube  holder  is  fitted.  The 
viewfinder,  placed  above  and  to  the  left 
of  the  lens,  provides  a  slightly-reduced 
clear  image  of  the  scene  before  the  camera. 
The  downwardly-sliding  shutter  release  is 
at  the  other  side  of  the  lens  on  the  front 
panel  of  the  body.  Film-advance  and 
shutter-setting  are  effected  by  a  ridged 
thumbwheel,  the  edge  of  which  protrudes 
from  the  back  of  the  camera  just  below 
the  flash  socket. 

Hinged  back 

The  back,  giving  access  to  the  "drop-in" 
cartridge  recess,  is  hinged  at  the  left-hand 
side  (looking  from  the  back)  and  there  is 
a  small  white  plastic  locking  latch  at  the 
bottom  of  the  right-hand  end  of  the  body. 
At  the  opposite  side,  there  is  a  metal  slider 
which,  when  pulled  out,  provides  the  fix- 
ing point  for  the  wrist-sling  supplied  with 
the  camera. 

The  customary  standard  C&D  set  of 
tests,  both  outdoors  and  indoors,  were 
made.

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The  art  of  debt  collecting 

By  Ewan  Mitchell 


A  debtor  (says  the  law)  is  bound  to  "seek 
out"  his  creditor.  The  fact  that  you  fail 
to  send  a  bill  in  no  way  frees  your 
debtor  from  his  duty  to  pay.  If  your  ac- 
count is  too  small,  then  your  customer 
should  (in  theory,  at  least)  draw  the  dis- 
crepancy to  your  attention  and  pay  the 
balance. 

It  follows  that  if  you  make  a  mistake 
and  charge  too  little,  this  in  no  way  wipes 
out  the  debt.  You  are  entitled  to  demand 
the  difference  between  the  sum  on  your 
account  and  the  amount  which  should 
have  been  billed. 

A  creditor  who  undercharges  runs  two 
major  legal  risks.  First,  he  may  forfeit 
goodwill.  This  sort  of  error  causes  aggra- 
vation and  sometimes  hardship.  Second, 
time  may  run  out  on  him.  All  good  things 
and  all  bad  ones  (says  the  law)  must  come 
to  an  end.  There  is  a  "period  of  limita- 
tion" after  which  even  a  debt  dies.  A  claim 
for  a  debt  becomes  "statute  barred"  when 
six  years  have  passed  from  the  date  when 
the  debt  was  originally  incurred  or  (in 
appropriate  cases)  the  date  when  the 
debtor  last  gave  a  written  acknowledge- 
ment of  his  debt.  If  someone  owes  you 
money  and  asks  for  time  to  pay  and  you 
grant  his  request,  then  "time  begins  to 
run"  all  over  again,  from  the  date  of  his 
request.  But  if  he  simply  sits  tight  and 
says  nothing,  you  must  start  your  pro- 
ceedings within  six  years  from  the  date 
when  the  money  originally  fell  due  for 
payment. 

Conversely,  if  you  do  not  receive  an 
account  for  a  while,  do  not  rejoice  too 
soon.  Only  when  six  years  have  passed 
can  you  relax  and  regard  the  transaction 
as  closed. 

Do  not  delay 

The  same  rules  apply  to  overcharging 
Clearly,  if  your  invoice  is  too  high,  your 
customer  is  entitled  to  knock  off  any  ex- 
cess and  to  pay  only  the  sum  due.  If  the 
customer  fails  to  spot  the  error  and  pays 
too  much,  then  the  excess  is  "money  had 
and  received"  by  you,  over  and  above  that 
which  was  duly  payable.  He  is  entitled  to 
get  it  back — at  any  time  within  six  years 
of  the  payment.  You  will  then  have  be- 
come his  debtor.  Equally,  if  you  overpay, 
then  remember  to  sue  within  the  period  of 
limitation.  Delay  kills  debts. 

However,  it  must  be  recognised  that  sec- 
tion 40  of  the  Administration  of  Justice 
Act  1970  makes  life  difficult  for  those 
who  have  'egitimate  rights  to  collect  debts. 

Section  40:  "A  person  commits  an 
offence  if  with  the  object  of  coercing  an- 
other person  to  pay  money  claimed  from 
the  other  as  a  debt  due  under  a  contract, 
he- 
fa)  harasses  the  other  with  demands  for 
payment  which,  in  respect  of  their  fre- 


quency or  the  manner  or  occasion  of  mak- 
ing any  such  demand,  or  of  any  threat  or 
publicity  by  which  any  demand  is  ac- 
companied, are  calculated  to  subject  him 
or  members  of  his  family  or  household 
to  alarm,  distress  or  humiliation; 

(b)  falsely  represents,  in  relation  to  the 
money  claimed,  that  criminal  proceedings 
lie  for  failure  to  pay  it; 

(c)  falsely  represents  himself  to  be  author- 
ised in  some  official  capacity  to  claim  or 
enforce  payment,  or 

(d)  utters  a  document  falsely  represented 
by  him  to  have  some  official  character  or 
purporting  to  have  some  official  character 
which  he  knows  he  does  not".

Most  homes  stock  more 
than  10  medicines 

Most  people  stock  between  10-20  phar- 
maceutical items  in  the  home,  with 
northern  women  more  likely  to  keep  them 
in  the  kitchen. 

Small  size  containers  are  liked  and 
there  is  a  universal  preference  for  screw 
caps  to  obtain  adequate  security.  For 
liquids  in  particular,  dispensing  closures 
are  favoured  to  control  the  flow  and  make 
pouring  easier. 

These  findings  emerged  from  a  survey 
by  United  Glass,  following  discussions 
with  women  over  20.  The  researchers 
found  that  women  are  "generally  fairly 
conservative"  in  their  choice  of  pharma- 
ceuticals. Packaging  had  no  great  in- 
fluence on  purchasing  habits. 

However,  discussions  with  women  aged 
16-45  on  cosmetic  and  toiletry  products 
showed  that  decorative  packs  are  wanted 
for  the  bedroom,  functional  packs  for  the 
bathroom  and  specially  designed  packs  for 
handbags.  The  "squeezability"  of  plastic 
containers  is  liked  for  shampoos,  skin 
lotions  and  bath  additives.  The  women 
liked  simple  shapes,  bright,  strong  colours 
and  closures  that  control  dispensing. 

"Shakers"  are  preferred  to  "puffers"  for 
talcum  powder  and  attractively  printed 
containers  are  preferred  to  paper  labels. 
Women  like  to  choose  their  purchases  at 
leisure  but  be  able  to  ask  advice  if 
necessary. 

Chemical  investment  down 

In  the  UK  chemical  industry  investment  in 
process  plant  at  £129m  in  1973  was  £lm 
lower  (in  1973  prices)  than  forecast  last 
year.  The  forecasts  for  future  investment, 
though  made  on  bases  applying  prior 
to  the  energy  crisis  and  consequently  sub- 
ject to  more  than  usual  uncertainty,  are 
very  substantially  higher  than  previously 
-  by  £40m  in  1974  and  £51m  in  1975  at 


was  owed  money  for  a  raincoat.  He  put 
the  debt  into  the  hands  of  collectors,  who 
wrote  to  the  woman  concerned,  saying 
that  if  she  did  not  pay  at  once  a  van 
marked  "Debt  Collectors"  would  roll  up 
at  her  door.  Unfortunately  for  the  debt 
collectors,  the  lady  had  already  paid  the 
bill.  She  reported  them  to  the  police  and 
they  were  duly  prosecuted  and  convicted 
of  an  offence  under  Section  40.  Obviously, 
the  "threat  of  publicity"  by  which  the  de- 
mand was  accompanied  was  "calculated 
to  subject  the  lady  or  her  husband  to 
alarm,  distress  or  humiliation". 

In  the  old  days,  absent  debtors  were 
sometimes  traced  through  the  sending  of 
a  telegram :  "You  have  just  made  mag- 
nificent pools  win.  Please  come  to  follow- 
ing address,  soonest  .  .  ."  When  the  debtor 
arrived,  he  was  promptly  served  with  a 
writ.  Today,  this  would  be  a  highly  im- 
proper way  to  extract  payment. 

There  is  much  more,  then,  to  collecing 
debts  than  merely  sending  out  accounts. 
If  accounting  systems  are  accurate,  then  a 
great  deal  of  legal  trouble  and  embarrass- 
ment is  avoided.  But  a  good  system  allows 
for  its  own  defects;  and  the  wise  take  the 
law  on  debt  collecting  carefully  into  ac- 
count. 


late  1973  prices).  Unlike  last  year's  fore- 
cast, they  indicate  a  continuation  of  the 
past  four  to  five  years  cyclical  pattern  of 
investment.  Authorisations  of  new  expendi- 
ture by  the  chemical  industry  (at  £600m  in 
1973)  are  also  substantially  higher  than 
expected  a  year  ago  and  in  keeping  with 
present  forecasts.

Child-resistant  containers 


If  Mrs  Jill  Knight  MP  has  her  way  we  are 
going  to  have  imposed  upon  us  an  order 
to  dispense  tablets  and  capsules  in  so- 
called  child-resistant  containers,  and  failure 
to  do  so  will  result  in  the  imposition 
of  fines  and /or  imprisonment.  I  believe 
the  Bill  is  unnecessary  and  the  enforcement 
penalties  vicious. 

As  I  see  it,  child  safety  has  become 
emotive.  If  these  conditions  when  imposed 
save  the  life  of  one  child  then  it  is  all 
worthwhile  —  so  they  think.  Pharmacists 
in  general  practice  are  acutely  aware  of 
the  dangers  of  medicines,  especially  to 
children,  and  warnings  are  going  out  daily 
on  labels  and  on  prescription  bags. 

Many  inquisitive  children 

Safety  is  a  relative  word  —  can  any 
container  be  so  designed  that  no  child  is 
unable  to  open  it?  I  have  extreme  doubts, 
for  there  are  many  inquisitive  children 
who's  ingenuity  will  find  a  way  to  open 
these  containers.  To  instil  into  parents  a 
sense  of  false  security  is  more  dangerous 
than  supplying  medicine  in  conventional 
containers  and  issuing  the  necessary  warn- 
ings. Carelessness  will  not  be  removed 
and  opened  containers  can  be  left  around. 

What  happens  if  a  pharmacist  is  out  of 
stock  of  these  safety  containers  (we  must 
not  forget  we  are  suffering  from  a  shortage 
of  raw  materials,  such  as  glass  and  plastic). 
Do  you  refuse  to  supply  an  urgently  re- 
quired medicine  because  a  safety  container 


Irritating! 

Your  report  concerning  the  "drivers 
bottom"  syndrome  investigated  by  Dr 
Keith  E.  Jolles  reminds  me  that  several 
years  ago  I  was  afflicted  with  this  most 
painful  and  persistent  trouble,  which  all 
the  suppositories  and  ointments  prescribed 
by  my  doctor  failed  to  alleviate. 

One  of  the  factors  involved  in  this  ail- 
ment appeared  to  be  that  I  was  doing 
too  much  driving  in  traffic,  which  placed 
too  great  a  strain  on  the  nervous  system, 
leading  to  increased  perstalsis,  looseness  of 
the  bowels  and  pruritus  ani. 

The  remedy  was  to  cut  down  driving  as 
much  as  possible,  and  to  drive  more 
slowly,  allowing  plenty  of  time  for  the 
journey.  An  automatic  transmission  was 
also  useful  in  diminishing  driving  strain. 

But  there  was  another  factor  involved; 
the  car  I  was  driving  had  the  "Hydro- 
lastic"  type  of  suspension  with  its  inherent 
sharp  vertical  movements.  It  is  now  two 


is  unavailable?  Will  there  be  a  range  of 
sizes  to  cover  all  quantities  of  tablets?  It 
is  not  unusual  for  large  quantities  to  be 
prescribed. 

I  pose  these  problems  because  my  ex- 
perience tells  me  politicians  do  not  appre- 
ciate them  and  they  cannot  be  expected 
to  understand  the  routine  work  which 
takes  place  in  a  pharmacy.  If  this  Bill  be- 
comes law  then  a  pharmacist  will  not  be 
able  to  fulfil  some  prescriptions  because  of 
the  penalties.  What  happens  if  a  patient 
transfers  the  medicament  to  a  container 
of  their  choosing?  If  an  accident  happens 
will  they  acknowledge  their  mistake  or 
leave  the  pharmacist  to  shoulder  the  re- 
sponsibility? 

How  do  you  define  a  medicament  which 
is  safe  if  taken  by  a  child  under  all  circum- 
stances? I  do  not  know  of  one  and  by 
bitter  experience  pharmacists  know  that 
what  was  thought  to  be  harmless  has  been 
found  to  be  otherwise.  I  think  of  borax 
and  honey,  glycerine  and  borax  —  ap- 
parently innocuous  medicaments  and  at 
one  time  used  freely  on  children,  but  now 
proved  to  be  dangerous.  And  so  one  could 
go  on.  You  cannot  list  medicines  which 
are  harmless  when  taken  by  children. 

I  am  concerned  as  anyone  when 
accidents  happen  to  children  and  deeply 
conscious  to  the  distress  and  heartache 
caused.  But  is  legislation  the  way?  I  do 
not  think  so.  There  is  only  one  way  — 
education!  I  know  it  is  slow,  but  legisla-

Hospital  Equipment  Exhibition 

Lonsto  show 
non-sequential 
display  system 

A  new  electronic  number  display,  which 
can  be  operated  non-sequentially,  was 
introduced  by  Lonsto  (International)  Ltd 
for  their  Turn-O-Matic  system  at  the 
International  Hospital  and  Health  Services 
Exhibition,  Earls  Court,  last  week. 

Lonsto,  Lonsto  House,  Princes  Lane, 
London  N10  3LU,  already  market  pre- 
scription receipting/indicator  equipment. 
Using  the  system,  a  receipt  is  given  for 
the  prescription,  and  the  duplicate  with 
the  same  serial  number  is  retained  in  the 
dispensary.  When  dispensed,  the  pharma- 
cist presses  a  switch  which  moves  the 
indicator  on  one  number,  showing  that 
the  prescription  with  the  corresponding 
ticket  number  is  ready  for  collection.  The 
indicator  system  works  sequentially. 

The  new  electronic  indicator  panel  is  com- 
posed of  rows  of  many  smalll  light  bulbs 
illuminated  to  give  a  letter  (A  —  E)  and 
two  figures  (00 — 99)  simultaneously.  Each 
character  can  be  changed  independently 
of  the  other  two.  The  counter  top  console 
control  panel  has  three  lines  of  push 
button  controls,  for  A  — E  (left),  0  —  9 
(centre)  and  0 — 9  (right),  and  each  button 
line  works  independently  of  the  other 
lines.  When  depressed,  the  buttons  remain 
down  until  another  button  in  that  row  is 
pressed.  An  audible  call  signal  is  incor- 
porated, which  is  independently  controlled 
by  a  further  button  on  the  console.  The 
panel  and  console  control  are  supplied  as 
a  unit  (£290-40). 

New  alarm  system 

An  ultrasonic  alarm  system  was  dis- 
played by  Communications  Associates  Ltd, 
7  Bridford  Road,  Marsh  Barton  Indus- 
trial Estate,  Exeter,  Devon  EX2  8QX. 
Ultrasonic  transducers  saturate  the  area 
with  sound  waves  above  the  range  of 
human  hearing.  A  person  entering  the 
area  distorts  the  wave  pattern,  and  the 
distortion  is  detected  through  a  receiver 
and  a  control  unit  activates  an  alarm. 
The  transmitters  and  receivers  can  be 
fitted  flush  with  the  wall,  and  even  painted 
or  papered  over  and  will  still  work,  it 
is  claimed. 

Ozium,  exhibited  by  G.  H.  Wood  &  Co 
Ltd,  1  Mulgrave  Court,  Mulgrave  Road, 
Sutton,  Surrey,  is  claimed  to  be  a  glyco- 
lised  air  freshener  and  sanitiser  developed 
to  reduce  airborne  bacteria,  remove  smoke 
and  dispel  odours  from  any  room.  It  is 
also  said  to  be  used  by  colostomy  patients. 

The  product  is  made  in  Canada,  and  at 
present  is  only  available  in  wholesale 
quantities  in  the  UK.  The  company  are 
said  to  be  in  the  process  of  producing  a 
retail  pack,  present  packs  being:  units  dis- 
pensing 500  sprays  (12  per  box)  1,500 
sprays  (3)  and  2,000  sprays  (singles). 


Vifor  (UK)  Ltd,  32  Curzon  Street, 
London  W1Y  7FE,  with  Bancroft  Fillers 
&  Appliances  Ltd,  Menwood  Estate,  Hythe 
Road,  Ashford,  Kent,  displayed  a  new 
2-head  semi-automated  volumetric  filling 
machine.  Fitted  with  a  Millipore  filter  unit, 
it  is  said  to  be  able  to  fill  transfusion  fluids 
in  plastic  bags  up  to  1  litre  (picture  above). 

Vifor  say  they  have  received  Depart- 
ment of  Health  permission  to  market  the 
bags,  which  are  made  by  the  parent  com- 
pany, Vifor  SA,  Geneva,  Switzerland.  The 
parent  company  have  21  licences  through- 
out the  world  and  have  recently  developed 
a  semi-rigid  polypropylene  bottle  for 
intravenous  solutions. 

Last  year  the  UK  company  introduced 
Water  For  Injections  in  a  plastic  vial 
(Flexivial)  and  hope  to  introduce  more 
products  in  plastic  vials  in  the  future.  They 
also  hold  six  product  licences  to  produce 
intravenous  solutions.

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US  lays  down 
new  standards 
for  antacids 

The  US  Food  and  Drug  Administration 
have  this  month  issued  a  final  order  re- 
quiring manufacturers  of  all  non-prescrip- 
tion antacid  products  to  meet  basic  new 
standards  for  safe  and  effective  ingredients 
and  dosage  strengths.  The  order  limits 
label  claims  for  antacids  to  the  treatment 
of  "heartburn,"  "sour  stomach."  or  "acid 
indigestion." 

The  antacid  standard  results  from  29 
months  of  data  collection,  study  and 
evaluation  by  FDA  and  a  panel  of  expert 
advisers.  Some  13  ingredients  or  groups 
of  ingredients  are  designated  as  being  safe 
and  effective  for  antacid  use.  They  are : 
active  ingredients  containing  aluminium, 
bismuth,  calcium,  magnesium,  potassium, 
sodium,  bicarbonate,  citrate,  phosphate, 
tartrate;  sodium  bicarbonate:  glycine: 
dried  milk  solids. 

Interactions  label 

The  order  also  establishes  a  mandatory 
section  to  be  included  for  the  first  time 
on  labels  of  non-prescription  medicines. 
The  section  is  to  be  called  "Drug  Inter- 
action Precautions,"  and,  in  the  case  of 
antacids  containing  aluminium,  will  warn 
against  taking  tetracycline  at  the  same 
time.  A  "Warnings"  section  will  also  be 
included  on  all  antacid  labels  to  call  atten-

Already  available  are :  Starting  a  Retail 
Business:  Obtaining  a  Franchise;  Market- 
ing; Raising  finance;  and  Starting  in 
Business. 

Over-population  'will  stay' 

Over-population  is  like  a  chronic  disease, 
according  to  Dr  John  Loraine,  chairman. 
Doctors  and  Over-population  Group : 
"No  matter  how  much  you  dislike  it,  it 
won't  go  away." 

Speaking  at  a  press  conference  this  week 
to  mark  the  start  of  a  symposium  on  pop- 
ulation, education  and  sex,  Dr  Loraine 
added  that  Britain  was  "in  no  way  im- 
mune" to  over-population  —  the  country 
came  ninth  in  the  world  in  terms  of  pop- 


tion  to  other  factors  on  their  safe  use. 

Under  the  new  standard  a  product  may 
combine  antacids  and  any  generally 
recognised  analgesic  only  if  its  label  in- 
dications are  for  concurrent  symptoms 
such  as  headache  and  acid  indigestion. 
Antacids  in  combination  with  laxatives 
and  anticholinergics,  and  a  number  of 
other  non-antacid  ingredients,  will  not  be 
allowed. 

Consumer  labelling  for  all  antacids  will 
provide  a  list  of  ingredients.  Label  infor- 
mation will  also  include  directions  for  use 
and  include  dosage.  Special  information 
labelling  for  health  professionals  will 
provide  recommendations  for  using 
antacids  for  conditions  that  require  medi- 
cal diagnosis,  eg,  peptic  ulcers  and  hiatal 
hernias. 

FDA's  Commissioner,  Dr  Schmidt,  said 
the  antacid  standard  was  "the  first  of  many 
standards  that  will  provide  consumers  with 
the  assurances  they  need  to  use  non- 
prescription medicines  with  a  greater  de- 
gree of  confidence  than  ever  before." 

The  companies  concerned  have  one  year 
for  labelling  to  be  changed  and  products 
to  be  reformulated  to  conform  with  the 
new  standard.  An  additional  year  may  be 
allowed  in  special  cases.  Special  labelling 
directed  to  health  professionals  will  be 
provided  within  two  years.

VAT  additional  rates : 
no  decision  yet 

Dr  John  Gilbert,  Financial  Secretary  to 
the  Treasury,  announced  in  the  Commons 
last  week  that  over  the  past  two  months 
the  Customs  and  Excise  have  opened  con- 
sultations with  representative  trade  bodies 
about  the  procedural  changes  that  would 
have  to  be  made  in  the  VAT  system  if 
additional  rates  were  introduced.  For  the 
purposes  of  the  consultations,  it  was 
assumed  that  either  one  or  two  additional 
rates  might  be  introduced  (making  a  maxi- 
mum of  four,  with  the  standard  rate  and 
the  zero  rate).  No  proposals  had  been 
made  by  the  Customs  and  Excise  as  to  the 
particular  goods  or  services  which  might 
be  affected. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  would 
study  the  responses  of  trade  bodies  before 
taking  any  firm  decisions,  "but  he  has] 
already,  in  his  Budget  speech,  expressed 
the  view  that  the  single  positive  rate  of 
VAT  has  substantial  disadvantages  from 
the  point  of  view  of  flexibility."  Dr  Gilbert 
added. 

Dispensing  doctors'  delay 

There  have  recently  been  delays  in  making 
payments  to  dispensing  doctors,  "due  to  a 
shortage  of  trained  staff  and  the  introduc- 
tion of  new  procedures",  Mr  John  Morris. 
Secretary  of  State  for  Wales,  said  in  reply 
to  a  written  Commons  question  last  week. 
The  procedural  difficulties  had  now  been 
overcome  "and  every  effort  continues  to 
be  made  to  recruit  and  train  staff.  I  shall 
keep  a  close  watch  on  progress",  he  said. 

Scripts  dispensed  in  1973 

Some  264  million  prescriptions  were  dis- 
pensed from  EClOs  in  England  during 
1973,  58-5  per  cent  without  charge  to  the 
patient.  Dr  David  Owen.  Under  Secretary 
of  State,  Department  of  Health  said  :'n 
reply  to  a  written  Commons  question. 

Replying  to  other  questions,  Dr  Owen 
stated:  that  information  about  the  number 
of  prescriptions  dispensed  in  hospitals 
was  not  available;  campaigns  publicising 
exemptions  from  prescription  charges

Veston  profits  lower  but 
letter  prospects  for  1974 

vlthough  turnover  of  Weston  Pharma- 
euticals  Ltd  at  £38-3m  was  up  by  £2-23m 
m  the  previous  year  the  profits,  before 
ax,  fell  from  £l-78m  to  £l-61m. 

Taxation  is  up  from  £625,000  to 
745,000  and  earnings  per  10p  share  are 
;iven  as  6-04p  against  an  adjusted  6-6p. 
fhe  net  dividend  is  higher  at  2-86p  (2-72p). 

Since  the  year  end  a  valuation  of  free- 
lold  and  leasehold  properties  has  thrown 
ip  a  surplus  over  book  value  of  £l-42m 
t  February  28. 

Commenting  on  the  lower  profits  Mr 
lalph  Weston,  chairman,  told  C&D  that 
his  was  due  to  two  main  causes  —  higher 
nterest  charges,  up  from  £250,000  to 
!472,000  and  a  loss  of  £100,000  suffered 
>y  the  manufacturing  subsidiary,  Barclay 
"ine  Chemicals.  A  programme  of  re- 
irganisation  and  re-equipment  had  been 
:ntered  into  to  make  the  Barclay  facilities 
neet  the  requirements  of  the  Department 
)f  Health.  Meanwhile  the  position  was 
iggravated  by  the  three-day  week,  short- 
iges  of  packaging,  etc,  causing  a  lower 
hroughput.  However,  he  hoped  that  the 
nanufacturing  company's  problems  had 
low  been  resolved  and  expected  that  coni- 
jany  to  contribute  to  the  group's  profit 
his  year.  Reporting  on  the  first  three- 
nonths  of  the  year  Mr  Weston  said  group 
eturns  were  in  line  with  budgets. 

Sangers  gained  £6m  sales 
from  Evans  Gadd  purchase 

rhe  turnover  of  Sangers  Ltd  in  the  year 
ended  February  28  rose  by  £10m  over 
the  previous  year,  but  some  £6m  of  that 
was  accounted  for  by  Evans,  Gadd  & 
Co  Ltd  which  Sangers  bought  in  March 
1973  for  £442,932  in  cash  plus  the  issue 
of  394,794  ordinary  shares. 

Group  trading  profit  increased  by 
£121,000  to  £l-681m.  Although  that  was 
a  new  record  figure  the  directors  say 
the  company,  in  common  with  many 
other  businesses,  suffered,  through  the 
many  difficulties  of  trading  in  the  past 
year,  some  reduction  in  margins  com- 
pared with  the  previous  year.  The 
contribution  of  profits  of  Evans  Gadd 
was  up  to  expectation,  but  as  they  had 
traditionally  operated  on  lower  margins 
than  the  remainder  of  the  group,  this  had 
also  some  effect  on  the  final  result.  Their 
integration  into  the  group  proceeds 
smoothly  which  should  result  in  improved 
margins.  Interest  payable  less  receivable 
has  increased  by  £103,000,  principally  due 
to  the  purchase  price  of  the  Evans  Gadd 
shares  and  to  the  substantial  increase  in 
interest  rates  during  the  year.  After  taking 
into  account  the  exceptional  charge  for  all 
computer  development  costs  of  £113,000, 
the  benefits  of  which  are  expected  to 
accrue  to  future  years,  the  profit  before 


y 


tax  amounts  to  £l-466m  (against  £l-561m). 

The  directors  propose  to  increase  the 
dividend  by  the  maximum  amount  per- 
mitted by  current  legislation.  Because  of 
the  recent  increase  in  the  basic  rate  of  tax 
the  net  dividend  only  increases  from  19-1 
per  cent  to  192  per  cent.  After  taking 
account  of  the  tax  credit  in  the  stock- 
holders' hands  this  represents  a  5  per  cent 
increase  in  the  gross  dividend. 

Akzo  and  Philips  to  merge 
pharmaceutical  interests 

The  two  Dutch  companies  Akzo  and 
Philips  announced  on  June  13  that  pre- 
liminary discussions  are  expected  to  lead 
to  the  merger  of  their  pharmaceutical- 
chemical  activities  in  a  joint  company. 

Akzo  will  have  75  per  cent  and  Philips 
25  per  cent  of  the  capital  of  the  new 
company  which  is  expected  to  exceed  Fls 
1,000m  (approximately  £158)  in  com- 
bined sales.  The  joint  company  will  cover 
the  research,  development,  production 
and  service  activities  of  Akzo  Pharma 
and  Philips  Duphar  but  will  not  include 
the  companies'  activities  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada.

Tinnevelly  senna  shipped  from  the 
port  of  Tuticorin  during  May  included
